Five now candidates for coun- 
cil positions and four candidate* 
for the public school board were 
nominated at the nomination 
meeting in 'the town hall Friday. 
J. O. Little was nominated as 
candidate for mayor but later 
withdrew his nomination. Dr. 
L. W. Dales was acclaimed to 
another term in office as mayor. 
Reeve F. A. Lundy and Deputy 
Reeve Arthur D. Evans were al- 
so acclaimed to their respective 
offices another year. All coun- 
cillors were nominated but Wm. 
Dixon didn't qualify. 

R. C. Morrison, G. M. Bycrs, 
W. B, Andrews and G. F. Ingle* 
dew were nominated as candi- 
dates for council but Mr. Morri- 
son who was absent from the 
nomination meeting didn't quali- 
fy. Stephen Rose, Dr. G. B. 
Case, Mrs. A. H. Woods and U H. 
Bovair were nominated to the 
public school board. TT\e last 
three named served on the board 
last year. 

The town hall was much 
less than half filled during the 
meeting and following the nom- 
inations, while the candidates 
spoke, most of the crowd left. 

Town clerk and solicitor, 
Norman L. Mathews, reminded 
those present Uiot election day 
was also the day on which citi- 
zens would vote on the question: 
*\re you in favor of securing 
electric power from the Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario? He explained that the 
vote was made necessary by the 
expiration of the town's contract 
in April, 1D45, and Ihc refusal of 
the commission to renew it at 
present terms. Under the terms 
of the new contract, the hydro 
power must be secured through 
n local commission working tin- 
der the authority of the provin- 
cial commission instead of being 
handled by ' a committee of 
council as has been the practice 
in the past 

Mayor Dales was first to 
speak after the nominations wer« 
closed. He spoke of the pleas- 
ure he had in reporting to tho 
voters on nomination night and 
said that for the first time the 
town had received Interest on its 
deposits and note, live town 
debt was down from $500,000to 
$100,000, he said, and the Uz 
rate was also down. Newmar- 
ket's credit was excellent, ht de>- 
clarcd. 

The mayor praised the spirit 
of co-operation shown by town 
organizations in the various town 
projects such as the hospital And 
the rink, 

Mr. Little, following the mayor, 
said that after listening lo the 
mayor report on the town, he 
had decided to withdraw his 
name from the mayoralty race. 
Hq congratulated the town en 
having a self sacrificing mayor 
like Dr. Dales ond in turn, con- 
gratia I ated Mayor Dales on the 
success of the rink vote. Tho 
remainder of Mr. Little's address 
was on behalf of Mr* Andrews, 
council candidate, and dealt 
with Mr. Andrew's work with 
the town bend. 

Recvo Lundy said it was m 
courtesy which he appreciated 
when he was acclaimed to office. 
He said it left him free to satis- 
fy nn ambition, to be warden 
of tho county council. He said 
that it was due to his and the 
deputy reeve's insistence that a 

grant of $10,000 plus |3,ooo 

maintenance was given by the 

county to tho York County hos- 
pital. 

Deputy Reeve Evans aaid that 
it was his hope that in a short 
time the dump would be filled 
in and an incinerator erected. 
He asked appreciation for tbc 
work of the fire brigade and 
mentioned the new equipment 
now possessed by the brigade. 
He urged that every organiza- 
tion seeking a grant from tho 
council be asked to present a 
balance sheet first 

Mr. Bycrs said that if elected, 
he did not hope to be able to 
do much in the first year, hop* 
Ing Instead to gain in experience, 
but that he would serve to the/ 
beat of hU ability.

W.CT.U.NEWS

Two great forward movements 
bav« come to our aid. Recently 
com? into hetag is Alcoholics An- 
onymous, where former addicts aid 
addicts to know alcohol and its 
effects on life, and the Yalo School 
of Alcohol Studies, each a mighty 
factor in alcohol education. 

The Yale School of Alcohol Stud- 
ies, under the leadership of Dr. E. 
if. Jellinok, was held July 4 to 
Aug. 4 at Yale University, New 
Haven, Conn. 

In 1SM3 the attendance was 70. 
including two from Canada. This 
year 152 registered from almost 
every state In the union. There 
were seven delegates from Canada 
representing; seven provinces. 

The staff included members of 
standing; from Yale, Harvard, Col- 
umbia and New York universities; 
social workers from New York, 
Cleveland and Washington, editors 
and safety council officers, minis- 
ters, doctors and lawyers. 

In 1043 the course covered six 
weeks, this year by increasing the 
daily work. It was four weeks long. 
It may be noted that five and a 
hair to seven and a quarter hours 
a day in lectures and seminars 
make a very strenuous, hot-weather 
session. 

As might be expected, the attend- 1 
ance at lectures was almost 100 per- 
cent of the enrolment. It was a 
purposeful group of people and it 
was heartening to sea 40 percent 
of the attendance composed of 
younger people. 

A great university does not spon- 
sor a school intended to promote 
some special lino of thought and 
Yale in this case planned to In- 
vestigate fearlessly every phase of 
the alcohol problem. 

Great masses of material wero 
assembled. None but the most 
general, recommendations wero 
even suggested, nut It in fair to 
state that every speaker, ' without 
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exception, rtcognlxed: (a) There is 
a great problem and a most diffi- 
cult one; <b> the solution of the 
problem mtwt be sought, not by the 
few, but by our citizenry at large. 
Bvery ono of us who la a patriotic 
elllxen must race rcsponslbllty for 
seeking the cure; <c) alcohollem is 
a disease and should be treated as 
stlch and our duty Is to secure pre- 
ventive as well as curative mea- 
sures. Governments that receive 
such large financial returns from 
the traffic should make ample pro- 
vision for prevention as well as 
cure. The marvellous story told 
by Alcoholics Anonymous in evi- 
dence of what can bo done. 

<tl) Education of the rising 
generation ns well as of older 
cltixen* Is the responsibility of 
each cltixen ns well an of our 
Official representative, the govern- 
ment; te) the "traffic" presents 
nodal, economic, health, safety, 
medical, political ami rellglou* prob- 
lems that can never he solved by 
being iKnored. And It was recog- 
nised that tho proverbial attitude 
of the ostrich Is the attitude of the 
nmlorlty of our cltlxcnn todny. 

The FVdernl Council of Chtirclwn 
Is solidly behind the school and htm 
one of Its officers nn nsslntnnt dir- 
ector. On the other hand no 
phase of the facta concerning 
alcohol wan denied presentation. 
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No doubt you've seen dimes worn so thin that you <*n\ 
the heads on them.

™ TOWNSHIP 

Your vote and influence are solicited for 
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(By Rudy Rendu*. Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

Tlio African violets, or Saint- 
pnulias \i you want to show off 
your Latin names to your 
friends,, are easy for some to 
Rrow and difficult for others. 
We have been trying to raise 
them for years by the trial and 
error method and it is just lately 
that we have caught a glimpse 
of success in the distance. 

To start with, the soil should 
be a mixture of one part of 
sand, two parts of loam and one 
part of well rotted leaf mold. If 
you add a small quantity, let's 
say half part of commercial for* 
tilizer plus a little bonemeal, you 
will have n combination that is 
hard to beat. 

If you keep them a little too 
dry, rather than too moist, and 
keep them in a little bit too 
small a pot, African violets 
should grow and bloom. You 
should water them every two or 
three days by setting the pot in 
a shallow vessel of water and 
letting moisture aoak up Into the 
soil. Never water from abovA, 
it rot* the lower leaves and kills 
the plant It U a food Idea to 
put them outside in summertime. 

Besides the blue and purple 
varieties there are now white 
and pink named varieties. 

The best way to raise new 
plants Is from leaves. Take off 
a leaf with stem and stick down 
into a pot half filled with sand, 
cover with a piece of glass, and 
water from below. Keep sand 
damp but not soggy, and in a 
warm room.' The violets do not 
like drafts. It sometimes takes 



months for the plants to get 
started* but ns long as the leaves 
stay green they will come 
through. You can start leaves 
any time but March is the best 
time so that the plants may have 
tho benefit of the summer grow- 
ing season to make nice plants 
the following winter. 

When the plants come in bud, 
n little liquid manure every two 
weeks will give better growth 
and finer blooms. Divide old 
plants every two years and repot 
to make them bloom more freely. 
Try putting your pot of African 
violets in n larger pot containing 
peatmoss. Keep moss moist and 
this will keep plant just right. 
For the 'rest, good luck to you.
